and ſuch Worthip as, by all 
the Scriprure Accounts, 1s 
to continue for ever and e- 
ver. Which they are pleaſed 
ro underſtand of the End 
of the World only , tho“ the 
ſame Phraſe or Phraſes which 
denote the Continuance of 
the FaTueRr's Worſhip, 
are uſed likewiſe for the 
Son's; and even in the ſame 
common Doxology, joyntly 
offered ro Both. Verily, if 
theſe Things are not Abſur- 
dities, it is Pity that they 
ſhould look ſo like them.

Tut Arians imagine, 
That the ſame outward Acts 
ot 
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of Worſhip, which is 
GOD Sypreme, never 
give us any Rules a- 
bout raiſimy, or lower- 
ing the Intention of the 
Worſhipper, to make 
the Worthip Supreme or 
Inferior, as occaſion may 
require. Whatever may 
be ſaid of a few Spe- 
culative Heads, or re- 
fined Wits, the Yu/gar it 
is to be feared, would 
never be capable of pro- 
portioning their Inten- 
zentions in ſuch Caſes ; 


but would often pay 


ſubordinate Worſhip on- 
ly, inſtead of Supreme, 


which would be next 


to Blaſpheming, or ſu- 
preme inſtead of Subor- 
dinate wnich would be 
Idolatry. | 
YCRIPTURE never 
makes any Diſtinction 
betwen offering and ter- 
minating Worſhip; but 
ſuppoſes all Worſhip to 
terminate where offer'd. 
GO D interprets all 
Image-worſhip, and Crea- 
ture-worſhip to termi- 
nate on the Image, or 
Creature, notwithitand- 
ing any Intention of the 
Worſhipper to terminate 
the Worſhip in Him. 
It is worſhipping of 
the Idol, the Image, the 


ot religious N pi become 
higher os lower, according 
to the Ixtenticn of the Wor- 
ſhipper : Which is following 
their own Inventions, and 
putting the Matter of Wor- 
ſhip on ſuch a Foot as muſt 
inevitably run the Bulk of 
Mankind either into Idelatiy 


on one hand, or Profaneneſs 


on the other, as often as 
they miſtake 1n the juſt and 
proper Elevaticn of their 
Thoughts, or Intentions. 
Trey are teaching us 
alſo ro offer Worſhip here, 
and terminate there; which 


muſt likewiſe run the Vul-- 


gar at leaſt, into inextrica- 
ble Labyrinths: As perhaps 
terminating the Worſhip in 
the inferior Object, when 
they ought not; or not of- 
fering when they ought. Be- 
ſides, that for want of know - 
ng, preciſely whatWorſhip is 
inferior and hat ſupreme , 
what mcdiate and what ulti- 
mate, they will be often apt 
to. miſtake rhe one for the 


other: And hence will ariſe 


all imaginable Confuſion in 
ſacred Offices. In a Word, 
their whc;e Foundation is

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Creature, not the wor- 
ſhipping of Gop, in 
in Scripture Style. And 
indeed how can any 
Act of Idolatry, any 
Creature-Worſhip termi- 
nate upon Gop, who 
has abſolutely prohi- 
bited it, who abhors, 
and deteſts it? The 
Reaſon of the Thin 
ſhews that ſo it mu 
be: For, if Worſhip, 
be paid to an inferior 
Object, be it Sovereign 
or Iferior Worſhip, the 
Abſurdity is manifeſt. 
If it be Sovereign, then 
it is —_ Idolatry to 
give any Part of 1t to 
the Inferior Object: If 
it be Inferior, it can- 
not terminate in the 
Supreme Object who 
would be affronted and 
diſhonour's thereby. It 
muſt therefore termi- 
nate in the inferior Ob- 
jet: And thus a Crea- 
ture is honoured with 
ultimate Worſhip, ter- 
minating where offer- 
ed, which is, confeſ- 
ſedly, Idolatry.

He was, 
at Times, afflicted with 
Grief : His Sou! was 
exceeding ſorrowful *, and 
full of Trouble *, cry- 
ing out in great Ago- 
nies *, Theſe and the 
like Weakneſſes, and In- 
rmities Can never rea- 
ſonably be ſuppoſed to 
ſuit with the Divine 
Logos; who had Wi[cdom, 
Strength, and Power ſut- 
ficient to create, ſuſtain, 
and govern all Worlds.

others, The Chriitian 
Churches have ever 
firmly believed that, 
beſides the Legos, or 
Divine Nature, tnere 
was alſo a Human Soul 
in CHRIsT ; which to- 
gether with the Logos, 
and a Human Body 
made up the whole 
Perſon of CHRIST.

36.) who, if this 
Account be true, was (with 
Reverence be it ſpoken) 
none of the leaſt eminent, 
or leaſt conſiderable Types 
of Cxrisrt. Bur this is 
nor all; the worſt is to 
come. This Mig Go Dp 
(according to thoſe Gen- 
tlemen,) is ar laſt to lay 
down, or ſurrender his God- 
head and Mightineſs, that 
is, his Kingdom; all the King- 
dom they allow him to 
have d. His Worſhip, his Di- 
vine Honours, and Robes of 
Majeſty are to continue with 
tam no longer than to the End 
of the World *. It ſeems, when

PART 


N the former Part, I have taken the 
like Method as the Mylter of the 
Pamphlet had done. Only there is 
this Difference, that whereas he 
has often charged the Athanaſians 
with Things which they neither 
hold, nor can by any certain Coniequence be 
proved upon them; I have took care to charge 
the Arians with nothing but what ſome or other 
of them expreſly maintain, or elſe what may be 
fix d upon them by clear, and evident Conſe- 
QUeNce. 

My Deſign, in this Second Part, is to give the 
common Reader a few uſeful Hints, 1uch as 
may ſerve to prevent his being impoſed upon 
by the Writer of the Pamphler, whom 1 am here 
anſwering. I ſhall throw what I have to ſay 
under Two Heads: One ſhall contain ſhort 
Remarks upon his Six Preliminary Propoſitions, The 
other ſhall be ſome brief Strictures upon his Two. 
ingenious Columns,

H 1s firſt Propoſirion is intended to prove, that 
there is but One Infinite Perſon (whom He tiles 
a Being) namely, Gop the FaTRHER. His O14 
Teſtament Texts prove, that Jexov an, (that is, as 
we

we ſay, Far HER, Son, and Hory GrosT) is 
the Only Gor , and knows no equal, The New 
Teſtament Texts prove, that the FATRHER is 


ſometimes ſtyl'd, by Way of Eminence, the One 
or Oz!z Go ; which no Man queſtions. 


IT. 


H 1s ſecond Propoſition is, to prove, That Goo 
the FATHER has ſome Titles common to Him 
with Alen; ſuch as Potentate, King, Lord, Savi- 
our, &c. And that when they are applied to 
Him, they are to be underſtood in the higheſt 
and moſt abſolute Senſe. This, I think, he has 
well proved. And it may paſs for a true, but 
trifling Propoſition. 


III. 


Hrs third 1s to prove, That the Name Gop, 
is likewiſe common to Gop the Far RHER, Angels, 
and Men: Which 1s true alſo. But he forgot 
to obſerve, That the Word Gop is not ap- 
plied to Angels or Men in a proper Senſe, (as the 
Name of Porentate, King, or Lord may) but in a 
looſe, figurative, improper Senſe only. 


IV. 


Hrs fourth is to ſhew., That the FAT HE 
has ſome Characteriſticks annexed to the Name 
Gop, which determine Him to be the Fir/? Cauſe. 
He 1s the H'zh Gor, Moſt High Gor, Cc. In 
Proof hereot, he produces about Fourteen Pal- 
ſages of the Old Teftament, which certainly prove 
ali that they prove of the JEHovan, or GoD 
of Hrael, in Oppoſition to nominal or reputed 
Gods; not of the FaTyer only, in Oppolition 
to the Sox, who is Himſelf JeHovan as well as 
the FaTHyER. He has alſo Three Texts out of the 
New Teſtament which undoubtedly prove, That the 
FATHER is Gon A High, or GoD * 
1 3 Which 
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(which is equally true of Gop the Sox, Rom. 
Ix. 5.) above all reputed or nominal Gods: But it 
it is not proved that He has any vc, any true, 
any adorable God beſides Him, or under Him. 


V. 


H 1s fifth is deſign'd to reconcile "Two contrad;- 
&ory Propoſitions, that there are more Gops than 
One, and not more GoDs than Ore: Where he 
comes off very indifferently. For, his Intent is, 
to intimate, that there are more aderable Gods, 
more true Gods than One: Which is directly re- 
pugnant to the Scripture-Doctrine of One Gop. 
There are many reputed, or nominal Gods: That's 
very certain. But more adorable Gods than One, 
neither Law, nor Goſpel can bear. | 


VI. 


HIS ſixth Propoſition carries on the ſame Deſign 
with the fifth, to make FATHERN and Son 'Iwo 
adorable GoDs, and to teach us to ſerve the 
Creature beſides the Creator, and to pay cur Ho- 
mage and Acknowledgments to One that by 
Nature is no Gop. It will be hard to perſuade 
any into thoſe Meaſures who have the Uſe cf 


their B1BLEs ; which will teach them the con- 


trary, quite through from Geneſis down to the 
Revelations,

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True Gop, Great Go p, Jenovan, Aimighty, &c. 
as well as the FArHER. Therefore the exclu- 


five Terms could never be intended in Oppoſition 


to Go the Son, but to Idols, or pretended 
Deities. 
PACE 7, he makes a dull Harangue about Fer- 


ſon and Eſſence ; inſtead of ſhewing, that FA THER, 


So, and Hory GnosT may not be, or are 
not One Gop. This is a ſcriptural Doctrine, 
independent of the Names of Perſon or Eſſence, 
and ſuch as was fully believed and taught, for 
a Century and more, before ever thoſe 
Terms Came in. Not but that thoſe Terms are 
uſetul, in Oppoſition to the Miles and Equi voca- 
tions of Hereticks, which were the firſt Occa- 
ſion of them: Nor are they difficult to under- 
ſtand, whenever conſidered without Prejudice, 
and with an honeſt Mind. But it is enough for 
common Chriſtians to believe, That FaTHER, 
Sow, and HoLy Ghost, are All equally Divine, 
that One is not Another, nor All together Tyree 
Gops, but One Gop : One Gop, into whom 


We have been baprized, and whom We are 


ever to ſerve, worſhip and adore with all our 
Heart, Mind and Might. 

Page 8, he inſiſts much upon the Perſonal Pro- 
nouns, I, Theu, He: Which can never be proved 
to be conſtantly applied in Scripture, to none 
but /gle Perſons. Beſides, that the Arguments 
trom the Pronouns, at moſt, can prove no more 
than this; That it is the Scripture Way to ſpeak 
but of One Perſon at a Time, (be it FATHER, or 
Son, or HoLy GHOST) under the Title of Gop, 
Lord, Jenovan, Cc. tacitely conſidering the 


other Two Perſons as united to, or comprebended 


in, That one Perſon ſpoken of: Which, if it be 


the Caſe, is ſo far from proving that all the 


Three are not One Gop, that it is rather a 
Confirmation of it, that they really are. Bur 
we have Examples where One Go b, or LoRD 


of 
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f Hoi: is mentioned, and yet tlie Expreſſions 
are Piural as to the Ferſous., GOD ſaid, Let Us 
make Man in Our Jmage : Gen. 26. Gon created 
Man in his Own Image, in the Image of GoD, ver. 27. 
Gon creates, while more Perſons than one create: 
And its Gop's nage, which is the Image of 
more Perſons than one: Therefore more Perſons 
than one are included in Gor there mentioned. 
The like may be ſhewn of the One lord of Hoſts 
mentioned Ja. vi. 3. compar'd with Verſe the Sch, 
and with John x1. 41. and Adds xxviii. 25, 26. 

I Page 9, he repreſents it as a ſtrange Thing, 
That the So ſhould be That very Gon whoſe Son 
He u: The Image, and Toat which He is the Image 
of. This kind of Banter, and Abuſe, runs thro? 
his whole Performance, It is obſervable, that 
the the Force of the Cavil lies only in the Ex- 
preſſion. Say, that the So, a diſtinct Perſon, is 
united in Subſtance and Godbead with Go the 
FaTHER ; and there is no appearance cf Abſur- 
dity in it. Say, that the Sow is Perſonally di- 
ſt inct from the FATHER, and yet One Gop with 
Him; and there is nothing ſtrange or ſhocking 
in it. But ſay, that He x That very GoD whoſe 
Son He , or That very Thing of wh:c3 Hz is linæge; 
and here begins to appear ſomething harſh, and 
odd. What is the Reaſon ? Becauſe the Words 
ſound as if the Son were the Farr>x Himſelf; 
were diſtinct and not diſtin&, at the fame Time. 
The Arian Notion, of Gop's being but Ore Rrſon, 
is firſt inſinuated in the Phraſe, That very GOD 
whoſe Son He is; and next the Atbanaſian is feign'd 
to joyn his Notion (inconſiſtent with the other) 
thereto: And thus he is made to ſay Things 
that he never meant. The Sophiſtry lies wholly 
in the artificial blending of eat. The Son is 
not That very Perſon, whoſe Sonu He is, nor Tat 
very Perſon whole Image He is: But He is.One 
Gop with Him; A Name common to more Pec-

Pacer 10. He takes Notice, That Go p led 
Jacob alone, get by the Hands of Moſes and Aaron: 
And Go p created the Heavens alone, yer by Jesus 
CurIsr. He ſhould have added, that it Got 
the FATHER be True Gop alone, yet it is to be 
underſtood, together with JESUS CHRIST. The 
Word clone, in ſuch Inſtances, is not intend- 
ed in Oppoſicn to Gor the Son, but to others: 
And eacleſee Terms are not always to be in- 
terpreted with the utmoſt Rigor. 

PAGE 11, 12, he pretends that CHRIS T, 
before his Incarnation, was God's Angel, and 
Meſſenger, and Servant. He cannot prove Ser- 
want at all; nor Angel, or Meſſenger from any 
Parts of Scripture but what, in the very ſame 
Places, declare Him to be Ho Theos, Gop ab- 
ſolutely, Fchovah, LoRD Gor, Almighty Gon, 
Cc. From whence it is plain, that the Name of 
Angel concerns only his Office, not his Nature; 
and is an Argument only of the Son's Vo- 
luntary Condeſcenſion to tranſact Matters be- 
tween Gop the FarHER and Mankind. 

PAGE I2, 13, he has ſome wile Reaſonings a- 
gainſt the Son's Glory being ecl/ps'd in the In- 
carnation, He asks, How ir could be eclips'd 
trom Men, who then beheld his Glory more than 
wer? By his Argument, if the firſt Time a 
Man fees the dm at all, it ſhould be under 
a Cleud, or an Ecliſe; it is therefore under 
no Cloud, nor under any Fclipſe to that Man. 
In ihort, tho* Men veheld bis Glory more than 
ir, yer even Then his Glory was ſhrowded 
under the Vell of Ficih, and did not ſhine out 
to the Full; which if ic had, no Aertal could 
have look d againſt it. | 

PAGE 12th, and 13th, he labours to con- 
found Rez! and Fſſential, with Outward 
and Accid.ntal Glory: And he is marvel- 
loully ſubtile, and profound on that Head. 
The here Anſwer is, that one Kind of ler, 
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can never be increaſed, or diminiſbd, either in 
FaTHER or SON: The other Kind of Glory 
may admit, and has admitted of Increaſe or Di- 
minutlon, both in FATHñER and Som, and will 
ſo again hereafter. 

His Cavils (p. 13.) about 7 Perſons in 
CHxIsT, are buiit on nothing but his own Mi- 
{takes of the Definition, and Meaning of the 
Word Hrſon. 

His Reafoning about Even and Odd (p. 14.) 
is 644 enough; ro anſwer a Jeſt with a Jeſt. 

PACE i5, he has ſome Speculatiuns about 
CnxrIsT's being exalted to the Univerſal Domi- 
nion of all Worlds, (A likely Charge, indeed, for 
any Cree/ure to ſuſtain) and becoming a Mighty 
Gor: As it He had not been as Mg, when 
He #2422 the Worlds, and when He laid the Foun- 
dations of the Heavens, and the Earth. 

Pact 16, he obſerves, that Scripture ſays no- 
thing of 77 Ning done at ©un21s T. But the 
Scriptures do ſpeak of a Kingdom which is to 
ceaſe at the Day ct Judgment, (I Cor. xv.) an 
of a Nina dem Wwiiicn ſhall not ceaſe, nor ever 
have an End, IE. ix. 7. Dan. xii. 13. Luke i. 33. 
1::5.1. 8. Ii to make one Kingdom of Bob, 
may be as difficult, perhaps, as to make the 
ſane Number wen, and Odd. | 

Pact 17, he pretends, that the Sow is to 
be bond, only becauſe the FAT HER hath 
made Illi Oniverſal Governor of Heaven and 
Earth. Huw. is it then that He was Gop, 
Lord, and Creaor, beſore the World was? 
Are not iicie Thiags as conſiderable 2s any 
Thing that came aiter? And how 1s it that 
He is to be horcured, together with the Fa- 
THEY, and with the fame Acts of Worſhip 
(Rev. v. 13.) to all Eternity; even after He 
hall have laid down this Univerſal! Kingdom 
and Gorernmeait, according to Cur wiſe Au- 
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thor ? Surely, if the ſole Foundation of his Ho 
our ceaſes, his Honours ſhould ceale with it. 

Page 19, he oblerves, That the Diſciples and 
Gor are One. I know not whether his Under- 
ſtanding here failed him moit, or his Eye-/izbr, 
How does he read the Text? That they all moy be 
one— That they alſo may be one in Us, John xvii. 21. 
Not that They and We may be One, not that The 
may be One with Us ; but only, One with eac 
Other, in Us. | 


THrst few Strictures may be ſufficient to 
ſhew, That the Author is not to be depended 
on, in his Repreſentations, or Reaſonings. L 
deſign'd Brevity, and therefore I paſs over his 
other Fallacies, and Miſconſtructions: which are 
either ſtale Things, ſuch as have been abundant- 
ly anſwered over and over by better Hands; 
or elſe are too mean and trifling to have been 
either objected on one Side, or anſwered on the 
other, by any that have well ſtudied this Con- 


verſy. 
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
